A trail, beginning at Cow Bell 
church, near Berea, which was set on 
Are Sunday night, and winding thru 
the mountains, finally ended Monday 
in a corn field, where Raz McHone, a 
young white man, was found. He 
was taken in custody by Captain V. G. 
Mullikin, of Fayette and Deputy 
Sheriff W. A. Johnson and charged 
with arson according to advices from 
that section of the county. 

About 11 o'clock Sunday night, Cow 
Bell church, which is a church and 
school combined, was discovered on 
fire by, a young man who extinguished 
the flames and then notified the 
authorities at Berea. The fire excit- 
ed the suspicions of the officers and 
Captain V. G. Mullikin and his blood- 
hounds were called from Lexington 
to investigate. 

The dogs soon picked up a trail at 
the church and followed it to Mc 
Hone's home. There Captain Mulli- 
kin was informed by McHone's wife 
that he had left Sunday for the Blue- 
grass to work in tobacco. Leaving 
there, the dogs next went to the home 
of a neighbor who said McHone had 
been there about twenty minutes be- 
fore and from there the dogs follow 
ed the trail into a cornfield. 

The corn was moving as if someone 
was running and Deputy Sheriff John- 
son called out for the person to stop 
The man proved to be McHone, Mul- 
likin said. According to Captain 
" Mullikin. McHone stated he was look- 
ing for the officers, as he had been 
told booldhounds were on his trail. 

McHone was questioned about the 
fire by Captain Mullikin, and accord- 
ing to Mullikin, McHone said he had 
been passing the church and had 
heard someone whistling to him as if 
a person were in the church. Mc- 
Hone said he went to the building, 
where he found a window opened, 
He struck a match to look in and 
dropped the match on the floor, with- 
out thinking to see if it did any 
damage. Seeing no one in the church 
McHone left. He denied he set the 
church on fire deliberately. Captain 
Mullikin, however, said a coal oil can 
had been procured and the oil spread 
over a broom in the corner, which 
was ignited. McHone's trial will be 
held Friday.

Berlin,- Tuesday," July, 29— In a 
fcommunication to a newspaper 
here today, General Ludendorff 
placed the responsibility for the 
crown council's decision in 1917 
that Belgian territory #must be 
held, upon the former German 
Emperor. Ludendorff said Great 
Headquarters merely sketched 
the military situation and that 
the former Emperor decided the 
question. Another paper also 
publishes an outline of what the 
military authorities' were said to 
have considered necessary for 
"economic unity' with Belgium: 
contemplated extension of the 
Germans customs in • Belgium, 
levying,of imperial taxes on mo- 
nopolies there, obligating Bel- 
gium to accept German control 
of Belgian taxation .trade repre- 
sentation and division of income 
tax, adoption of the German 
monetary system, annulment of 
all damage claims against Ger- 
many which would take over Bel- 
gian railroads.

TO THE VOTERS OF 
MADISON COUNTY 



In the 1918 session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of which I was a 
member in pursuance to pledges 
made in the Democratic plat- 
form on which the Democratic 
State ticket wjfs elected, the 
General Assembly appointed a 
committee known as the Probe 
Committee, composed of three 
members of the Senate and five 
from the House, to investigate 
and report back 'to the General 
Assembly wBat offices and the 
persons holding said offices' were 
useless and could be dispensed 
with. This committee of which 
I was a member made a thorough 
investigation of all the state 
offices and found that there were 
a number of men and women 
holding office and drawing large 
salaries and doing practically 
nothing to earn them, and so re- 
ported to the General Assembly 
in a report covering thirty pages. 
A copy of said report can be 
seen at my office. 

Among the departments in- 
vestigated was the State In- 
surance Board, composed of the 
following persons and the salary 
paid to each: N. O. Gray, 
$3,000; H. H. Colyer, $3,000; C. 
F. Thomas, $600; Eli Brown, 
$3,000; C. F. McLaughlin, $2,- 
2C0; H. F. Harris, $1,500; Noble 
Harris, $1,500; E. Demunkin, 
$1,500; Maria Brady. $1,200; S. 
Montgomery, $1,500; J. Hudson, 
$600. 

The above is only one of a 
number of the departments in- 
vestigated and abolished or com- 
bined, thereby saving a large 
sum of money to the state. The 
committee said in its report, 
"We find that the State Insur- 
ance Commission, the State In- 
surance Board, and., the Hotel 
Inspector are in reality engaged 
in the same line of work and 
that there is no excuse for div- 
iding the work under these heads 
anH thereby increasing the num- 
ber of offices and multiplying the 
expense of operating them." 

In otder to carry out the 
recommendation of the Probe 
Committee ,the General Assem- 
bly enacted a |aw, chapter 38, 
act 1918, abolishing the Insur- 
ance Board and creating the 
office of Superintendent of Fire 
Insurance at a salary of $3,600,' 
one man to do the work that it 
took ten to do and saving some- 
thing like $20,000 to the state, 
and providing that the" insurance 
companies should continue to 
pay the same money and the 
r^idue to go into the general 
funds of the state. Great pres- 
sure was used to induce me to 
vote against this law but I 
could not be swerved from what 
I considered my duty to all 
the people and voted for it, and 
may I pause here, to say I would 
so vote today, if the opportuni- 
ty comes to me again. 

A suit was filed by Mr. Colyer, 
one of the men that lost his 
$3,000 job, and the Court of Ap- 
peals upheld the law abolishing 
useless offices and there are a 
number of other offices that 
should be abolished and I will 
work to that end if I am re- 
elected. 

I wish to say a word in re- 
gard to the effort being made to 
induce the fanner to vote against 
me. The 1918 session of the 
Legislature enacted several laws 
for the benefit of the farmer 
and I supported all of them, for 
realize that the farmer must 



27TH FATALITY IN

Chicago, July 30— Berlger Od- 
man, white, a Chicago telephone 
company employe, who was shot 
in the abdomen in a fight with 
negroes last night, died today, 
making the 27th fatality in the 
race riots here. Adjutant_Gen- 
eral Dickson, after making a 
tour of the danger zone, early to- 
day, reported the situation much 
Unproved. He said the most ser- 
ious situation confronting police 
was in the stock yards district. 
Two more regiments have been 
ordered here, making 8,000 na- 
tional guardsmen awaiting call, if 
the situation becomes such the 
police cannot handle it. 
' A conference of 50 negro min- 
isto- . social workers and busi- 
n^-i men today called upon Gov. 
Lo wden to detail state troops to- 
end ihe disturbances. 

As forenoon wore on, no serious 
oulL aks were reported sporadic 
fights were few and mostly individ- 
uals. 

In only one instance were the po- 
lice compeled to shoot and in that 
case a negro was killed while resist- 
ing sea. ch. 

The unofficial death list of 27 is 
one more than the corner's list. It 
includes a dozen whites, 14 negroes. 
The injured amounted to 825. 

Few negroes weht to work today, 
evidently keeping under cover that 
75,000 negroes have left for south.
